THE INDIANA STATE LIBRARY 


The Indiana State Library was created in 


1825. Since 1925 control of the library has been 
vested in the Indiana Library and Historical 
Board. In 1933 the library moved into its pres- 
ent quarters, the State Library and Historical 
Building,, 140 North 


Senate Avenue, Indianap- 


olis 4. 


Originally created for the use of state officials, 
the library since 1903 has served the entire state 
through loans to other libraries and direct lcans 
to individuals in areas without local library serv- 
ice. In 1925 the State Library absorbed the Pub- 
lic Library Commission and has since served as 


the library extension agency of the state. 


It is a depository for federal documents and 


for books in braille and talking book records. 


Its special collections include materials for gene- 


alogical research, the state archives, Indiana 


newspapers, and all types of material relating to 


Indiana. 


Two other libraries are also housed in the 


same building: the Indiana Academy of Science 
library and the William Henry Smith Memorial 


Library of the Indiana Historical Society. 


The library is open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., 


Monday through Friday, and from 8 a.m, to 4 


p.m. on Saturday. 
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FROM THE STARTING LINE 


District Meetings, 1946 


Since copy for the June issue of Library 
Occurrent must be sent to the printer early 
in May, it is possible to report in this issue 
only the first two district meetings, Ham- 
mond on May 2 and Logansport on May 3. 


Hammond 


In spite of cloudy skies and light rain, 
approximately seventy-five librarians and a 
dozen trustees representing fifteen libraries 
assembled in Sawyer branch of the Ham- 
mond Public Library to inaugurate the 1946 
series of district meetings. James A. How- 
ard, chief of the Hammond library system, 
greeted the group and called upon each 
head librarian present to come forward with 
his or her staff and trustees and infroduce 
them. Before turning the meeting over to 
Harold F. Bigham, director of the Indiana 
State Library, Mr. Howard told something 
about Sawyer branch, which is an outstand- 
ing example of a library so planned that it 
can be manned effectively by one person. 


Mr. Brigham introduced Margaret Hager, 
librarian of the LaPorte Public Library, 
who reported on the work of the Indiana Li- 
brary Planning Committee, of which Rich- 
ard B. Sealock of Gary is chairman. Miss 
Hager cited facts indicating the need for a 
library plan for Indiana, namely, that this 
state ranks twenty-second in the United 
States in the percentage of population 
served ;* that 50 per cent of the libraries in 
Indiana operate on a budget of less than 
$2,500; that even if the legal maximum rate 
of ten cents on $100 assessed valuation were 
levied, 46 counties could not raise the A.L.A. 
standard of support, $25,000. The goals of 
the committee’s plan, as outlined at the

1945 I.L.A. and I.L.T.A. conference, are to 
provide library service in every community, 
to strengthen and improve existing library 
service, to develop public library service in 
line with accepted patterns but recognize 
new ones as well, to improve and simplify 
the library laws of Indiana. To help achieve 
some of these goals the committee is pre- 
senting to librarians and trustees proposals 
for state aid. Although the details have 
not been worked out, the project would prob- 
ably call for an appropriation of $500,000 
per year for the improvement and extension 
of library service in Indiana. According to 
the tentative plan, counties served by a 
county library or in which the separate li- 
braries will agree to cooperate for economi- 
cal and efficient operation will receive $5,400 
per year. Such cooperation might take the 
form of a cooperative cataloging arrange- 
ment, a central pool of books infrequently 
used, or sharing professional services, such 
as those of a children’s or young people’s 
specialist. Counties in which the separate 
libraries do not combine or enter into a co- 
operative relationship will receive $2,000 to 
be divided among the libraries on a per 
capita basis. The fund would be distributed 
by the Indiana State Library and local 
autonomy would be preserved. 

Discussion of state aid was led by Mr. 
Sealock. The committee will continue work 
on the proposal and will present a more 
fully developed plan to the 1946 I.L.A. and 
I.L.T.A. conference in November. 

At the afternoon session, Mrs. Fred A. 
Borns, a trustee from Gary and a member 
of the Library Development Fund commit- 
tee for Indiana, read a statement on the 
A.L.A. federal relations program and the 
Indiana National Relations Committee, pre- 
pared by the chairman of the committee, 
Frances Stalker of the Indianapolis Public 
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Library. The state committee sent letters 
to members of the Senate and House educa- 
tion committees in support of the Library 
Demonstration Bill now before Congress. 
The national relations program is being 
supported in Indiana by newspaper and 
radio publicity and by the efforts of the 
I.L.A. Public Relations Committee. 

It was reported that Indiana’s contribu- 
tion to the Library Development Fund to 
date is $2,359 towards a quota of $3,060. 
This figure includes a percentage of com- 
mercial contributions, which was credited 
to Indiana. 

Harold J. Sander, chief of the Reference 
Division of the Indiana State Library, de- 
scribed the program of the I.L.A. Public 
Relations Committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber. 

Hazel B. Warren, chief of the Extension 
Division of the Indiana State Library, pre- 
sented proposed changes in the present In- 
diana library laws, prepared by the I.L.A. 
and I.L.T.A. Joint Legislative Committee; 
the director of the State Legislative Bureau, 
Herbert P. Kenney; and the State Library. 


The primary purposes of the new law are: 
(1) to provide one law for the organiza- 
tion of public libraries in place of the ac- 
cumulation of many varying and conflicting 
laws now in effect; (2) to assure more ade- 
quate financial support, more effective or- 
ganization, and more efficient library serv- 
ice with emphasis on the organization of 
larger units of service. It is proposed ten- 
tatively that all existing libraries have the 
option to convert to the new law immediately 
or at any time within six years and that 
after the sixth year, all libraries, with a 
few exceptions, would automatically be con- 
verted to the new law. 

The following proposed changes were dis- 
cussed: (1) eliminate the maximum levy 
and provide a required minimum of support 
in the form of a tax rate that will yield 
not less than a specified income per capita 
for different population groups; (2) author- 
ize a separate tax rate to retire bonds over 


and above the rate for library operation 
and maintenance; (3) make clearer and 
more specific provision for county and dis- 
trict libraries, retaining the present provi- 
sion which permits extension of service “to 
any county” and placing such service on a 
contractual basis, but eliminating the pro- 
vision for extension of service within a 
county, township by township, thus assur- 
ing the development of full-fledged county 
libraries embracing the entire rural popula- 
tion; (4) reduce the number of trustees to 
five for cities and to nine for counties and 
improve the method of their appointment. 
Opinions expressed at the district meetings 
will be considered in the final drafting of 
the law. The text of the new law will be 
submitted to libraries for study before the 
1946 annual conference, at which time action 
will be taken looking to the proposed legis- 
lation in January. 

Ross Teckemeyer, executive secretary of 
the Public Employes’ Retirement Fund, 
spoke on library participation in the fund 
and answered a prepared set of typical 
questions asked about the retirement plan. 
He outlined the procedure to be followed 
by library boards in considering library 
membership in the fund, emphasizing that 
costs to the library, which are necessarily 
higher in the earlier years, can be amor- 
tized over a period of years and in nearly 
all cases can be brought within the bud- 
getary limitations of libraries. He urged 
action by library boards without delay since 
each year of postponement increases the 
library’s costs for the prior service of em- 
ployes. 


Logansport 


Approximately one hundred public li- 
brarians, forty-five trustees, and six school 
librarians, representing thirty libraries, at- 
tended the second district meeting, which 
was held in the Logansport Public Library. 
George Hyman, president of the board of 
trustees of the library, presided. The major 
topics on the program were the same as 
those at the Hammond meeting.

DISTRICT MEETINGS 


After the welcome by Mr. Hyman and the 
introduction of those present, Richard B. 
Sealock of Gary, chairman of the Indiana 
Library Planning Committee, reported on 
the work of his committee and led the dis- 
cussion which followed. 


Esther V. Burrin, director of school li- 
brary service and teaching materials, State 
Department of Public Instruction, spoke 
briefly of a plan to survey service rendered 
to schools by public libraries with a view to 
determining the best relationships that 
should obtain. 


Alma Zanger, I.L.A. treasurer and chair- 
man of the membership committee, reported 
400 paid members to date and asked that 
others send in their dues by June 1. Hazel 
B. Warren, chief of the Extension Division 
of the Indiana State Library, explained 
that $1.00 of I.L.A. dues is allotted for the 
expenses of the organization, postage, con- 
vention speakers, etc., and that the remain- 
ing fifty cents goes into the student loan 
fund. 

A short tithe was allowed for discussion 
of the problems of the small libraries, led 
by Miss Warren. These were: how to get 
more money, how to obtain interested trus- 
tees, what to do with government documents, 
discarding as a means to overcome lack of 
shelf space, how to select books. 

At the luncheon in the American Legion 
home, Ann Ginn, radio commentator on the 
Kokomo station, WKMO, spoke. Mrs. Ginn 
said with conviction that peace will endure 
only if everyone works for it; that it is 
possible to instill in youth the will to have 
peace and in them lies the hope of the 
world; that as a professional group librar- 
ians have a greater responsibility than any 
other group except school teachers because 
of their influence on the minds of youth. 
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The only reason for a library’s existence is 
as a molder of the community, she con- 
cluded. 


Wilma E. Reeve, assistant librarian of 
the Indianapolis Public Library and chair- 
man of the Joint Retirement and Pensions 
Committee, introduced Ross Teckemeyer, 
executive secretary of the Public Employes’ 
Retirement Fund, who repeated the Ham- 
mond program. He reported that five of the 
largest Indiana public libraries, Ft. Wayne, 
Gary, Indianapolis, Logansport, and Terre 
Haute, had joined the fund, and that other 
libraries now had the matter under active 
consideration. 


Paul R. Benson, trustee of New Castle 
and chairman of the Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee, conducted the discussion of the pro- 
posed library code. 


Frances Stalker, head of the Shelby 
branch of the Indianapolis Public Library, 
presented her own statement on the A.L.A. 
federal relations program and the Indiana 
National Relations Committee. 

Harold J. Sander, of the Indiana State 
Library, described the program of the I.L.A. 
Public Relations Committee and its four 
subcommittees. 

At the end of the formal program, guests 
were conducted on a tour of the library 
building, and served with punch in the 
music room. 


Other Meetings 


At the time of going to press the Occur- 
rent received word of very successful meet- 
ings at Turkey Run, Shelbyville, and Clifty 
Falls, at each of which the total attendance 
was approximately sixty-five, with repre- 
sentation of trustees at twenty-five per 
cent or more.

INDIANA STATE ASSOCIATION FOR ADULT EDUCATION 


The first annual meeting of the Indiana 
State Association for Adult Education was 
held April 5-6 in Indianapolis, with an at- 
tendance of more than one hundred repre- 
sentative leaders in adult education from all 
parts of the state, including a significant 
number of librarians. 

The general theme of the conference was 
“Seeking the best in adult education for 
Indiana through mutual understanding and 
cooperation.” - The principal speakers were 
Dr. Howard Y. McClusky, director of the 
adult education program, University of 
Michigan; Dr. Norman Burns, dean of stu- 
dents of University College, University of 
Chicago; Dr. Ford P. Hall, dean of the 
Division of Adult Education and Public 
Services, Indiana University; Governor 
Ralph F. Gates, and Dr. Clement T. Malan, 
state superintendent of public instruction. 
Harold F. Brigham, director of the State 
Library, presided at the conference as presi- 
dent of the association. 

Dr. McClusky, in an inspiring address, 
represented the critical importance of adult 
education at this time and its claims on all, 
both as individuals and as educational and 
civic leaders. Governor Gates and Super- 


intendent Malan expressed the interest of 
the state in adult education. Dr. Hall em- 
phasized the need and opportunities for co- 
operation in a state-wide program of adult 
education and urged that such a program 
must be broad in scope. 

A feature of the conference was the or- 
ganization of all who attended into small 
groups for the purpose of discussing “What 
the state association can do for Indiana.” 
Many important ideas and suggestions came 
out of these discussions to guide the officers 
and directors of the association in formu- 
lating a program of activities for the com- 
ing year. 

Officers and directors were re-elected. 
Their names appear in the March issue of 
Library Occurrent. 

The State Association for Adult Educa- 
tion is intended to be a coordinating and 
promoting agency. The ultimate focus of all 
that it may do is in local communities where 
adult education really takes place. This is 
where libraries serve people as major agen- 
cies of adult education. This in turn sug- 
gests the importance of library identity with 
the Indiana State Association for Adult 
Education. 


MELCHER AWARD 


Frederic G. Melcher, editor of Publishers’ 
Weekly, is again offering an award of an 
outstanding book or set of books to be given 
to an Indiana library for the best promotion 
project dealing with regional history or 
regional authorship. The author or subject 
chosen may be either from the local library’s 
own area or from anywhere in the state. 

All Indiana libraries are eligible to par- 
ticipate so long as their project promotes 
interest in Indiana history or Indiana au- 
thorship. 

The judges will take into consideration 


the size and resources of the participating 
library. 

A written description of the project is 
to be submitted to the committee by October 
1, 1946. Announcement of the winner will 
be made at the fall I.L.A. conference.

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INDIANA PUBLIC RELATIONS PROGRAM 
Progress Report of the I.L.A. Public Relations Committee 


The second meeting of the I.L.A. Public 
Relations Committee was held on April 27.* 
The four subcommittees made the following 
reports. 


The News Releases Subcommittee has as 
its primary object the planning and carry- 
ing into action of a campaign of newspaper 
publicity for Indiana libraries. The sub- 
committee will not only offer articles con- 
cerning libraries to the newspapers and 
periodicals in Indiana but will also help 
individual libraries in their publicity pro- 
grams. 

Many librarians have excellent ideas for 
news articles but do not have time to de- 
velop them for publication. When such 
ideas are of general interest, the News Re- 
leases Subcommittee will be glad to receive 
them, write the articles, and make them 
available to the libraries of the state. 

The subcommittee also plans to collect, 
classify, file, and index publicity material 
successfully used by Indiana libraries and to 
arrange it in scrapbooks which will be 
available on loan to any library in the state. 
It feels that what has been used effectively 
in one community often needs only slight 
adaptation for use in other communities. 

The first project of the subcommittee was 
to prepare an annotated list of books on 
vegetable gardening and to send it to all 
Indiana libraries with suggestions for using 
it in local newspapers. The committee plans 
to send out similar timely lists in the future. 

A story concerning the work of the Sub- 
committee on Service to Business and In- 
dustry and its new monthly bulletin Focus 
was sent to selected newspapers over the 
state. Other stories describing the activities

of libraries in the fields of adult education 
and extension are being planned. 


The subcommittee also plans to make ar- 
rangements to publish in labor newspapers 
over the state lists of current books and 
pamphlets of interest to labor, and in the 
farm journals and small newspapers of 
rural communities, similar lists of interest 
to farmers. These lists will be kept brief, 
and it will be the object of the subcommittee 
to present them with a timely slant. 

It is the desire of the subcommittee, as 
well as that of the entire Public Relations 
Committee, to help inaugurate a cooperative 
effort to bring libraries and their services 
to public consciousness, and in this under- 
taking the News Releases Subcommittee 
solicits the assistance of all librarians. Its 
members will welcome any suggestions or 
ideas which are sent to them.

apolis; Dr. E. Burdette Backus of the All 
Souls Unitarian Church, Indianapolis; 
Walter Frisbie, labor leader; Rabbi Maurice 
Goldblatt, Indianapolis; and others. 

Dr. H. J. Skornia, director of radio at 
Indiana University, and Jim Miles, director

of the Purdue radio station, WBAA, have 
offered to assist in producing a second series 
of radio programs. The subcommittee hopes 
to have several professors at Purdue Uni- 
versity and Indiana University review im- 
portant new books in the fields of chemis- 
try, physics, medicine, agriculture, music, 
etc. These programs will be broadcast over 
the Purdue station and probably over WIRE 
in Indianapolis from Indiana University. 

The third series of programs planned by 
the subcommittee will have for its central 
theme the importance of the library to the 
community in serving the needs of each 
individual in the family. These broadcasts 
will be about books in the fields of child 
psychology, economics, hobbies, vocations, 
etc. The committee hopes to cooperate with 
Indiana University in making several re- 
cordings of these Indiana Library Associa- 
tion radio programs so that they may be 
used by other radio stations of the state.

(3) the preparation by the committee of

The results of this meeting will 
be given wide circulation so that interested 
libraries may avail themselves of this serv- 
ice and also participate in the building up 
of the subcommittee’s files of information 
about exhibits.

Its favorable reception indicates that 
there was a need for some such publication. 
Future issues will continue to be designed 
for the smaller public library. Suggestions 
and comments are invited.

Occupations, by Gertrude Forrester, pub- 
lished by the H. W. Wilson Company in 
February, 1946, will assist vocational coun- 
selors, librarians, and teachers in locating 
occupational information in pamphlet form.

The Library Occurrent urges all libra- 
rians to read the article in the May A.L.A. 
Bulletin by Margaret I. Rufsvold, assistant 
professor of library science, Indiana Uni- 
versity, on “Recruitment and Library Train- 
ing.” This statement was prepared by Miss 
Rufsvold for the Indiana Library Planning 
Committee of I.L.A. as part of the com- 
mittee’s survey to determine what can be 
done to improve library service in Indiana. 
Since the “trend toward delaying all pro- 
fessional library training until the fifth 
year of college, with little or no provision 
for pre-professional preparation or intro- 
ductory exploratory courses at the under- 
graduate level, places library work in an 
unfavorable position as compared with that 
of professions which recruit, select, and 
eliminate students systematically through- 
out the four years of college,” Miss Rufs- 
vold proposes that basic initial training for 
public librarians be offered in an integrated 
four-year liberal arts course leading to an 
A.B. degree, providing a broad general 
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foundation for graduate work in the library 
field. 

The solution of the critical problem of re- 
cruitment may lie in this suggestion. It will 
be one of the important topics for discus- 
sion not only at the fall I.L.A. conference 
but also at the A.L.A. conference in Buffalo, 
June 17-22. 

% * * 

During the spring and fall of 1946, in- 
structors from the University of Chicago 
are conducting a training course in the 
State Library for leaders of local commu- 
nity groups that will be organized next 
winter to discuss the great books of western 
civilization. 

The idea behind the great books program 
as developed at the University of Chicago 
is that there are certain great works of 
philosophy and history, of science and 
poetry, which deal with the fundamental 
problems that have confronted man in every 
epoch and which if read intelligently, illumi- 
nate his experience in the modern world. 
An aim of the discussion seminars is to 
learn to think about these fundamental 
problems -by asking and answering ques- 
tions based upon the texts. 

The groups cooperating in the great 
books program in Indiana are: Indiana 
State Association for Adult Education, In- 
diana State Department of Public Instruc- 
tion, Indiana University Extension Division, 


Butler University, Indianapolis Public Li- 
brary, Indianapolis Public Schools, Indiana 
State Y.M.C.A., Indiana State Library, and 
a committee of Indianapolis citizens. 

Two leaders, to work as a team, are en- 
rolled for each place at which it is proposed 
to set up a discussion group next winter, 
one a member of the staff of a cooperating 
institution such as a college, public school 
system, or public library and the other a 
respected “lay” member of the local com- 
munity. The enrollment exceeds seventy, 
and includes representation from Muncie, 
Crawfordsville, Terre Haute, and Anderson. 

This is a program of adult education 
which libraries might well consider initiat- 
ing in cooperation with other community 
agencies.

For several weeks the question of can- 
celing the A.L.A. annual conference because 
of a room shortage was seriously considered 
by A.L.A. headquarters, but the final deci- 
sion is that it will be held as scheduled 
June 16-22, in Buffalo. It will be smaller 
than was expected because of limited hotel 
facilities. 

The disadvantages of going on under the 
circumstances were balanced against those 
of canceling so late in the year, and the 
conclusion was that more people would be 
disappointed and inconvenienced by calling 
off the conference than by going on with it.
